A  meeting  of  the  South  Shore  Club 
was  h<-'i  at  Agricultural  Hall  at 
Marsbrield,  on  Thursday  last,  Presi- 
dent L.  i.  Richards  in  the  chair.  The

Tie  subject  for  the  morning  ses- 
1  was  "Kelp."  Mr.  Samuel  Stet- 
opened  the  discussion,  and  stated 
thai  after  repeated  trials  in  the  cart- 
rig  it  from  the  beach  to  his  lands,  he 
did  not  consider  it  worth  the  labor,  if 
he  should  reckon  a  fair  compensation 
for  his  own  services  and  the  use  of  his 
t.  He  could  not  see  that  it  im 
proved  his  crops  but  very  little,  and 
that  twenty  five  cents  a  horse  load  was 
all  it  was  worth  to  him.  He  liked  to 
go  down  to  the  beach  and  look  at  tbe 
old  ocean.  Take  away  this  pleasure 
and  the  exci'ement  in  meeting  other 
teams  hurrying  and  scrambling  to  get 
a  load,  he  would  not  suffer  die  cold 
enposure  and  labor  in  going  after 
kelp. 

Mr.  David  Brown  believed  in  kelp 
and  wanted  all  he  could  get,  he 
mixed  it  with  his  coarse  bedding  man- 
ure and  made  a  compost  of  it.  He 
cited  a  trial  by  one  of  his  neighbors 
where  a  good  coating  was  put  on  to 
grass  land  as  a  top  dressing,  and  the 
grass  grew  three  leet  high,  while 
the  sides  where  it  was  not  pu  on,  had 
the  appearance  of  a  mowing-machine 
running  through  it,  it  was  so  poor.  Mr. 
William  Gushing  considered  it  a  very 
valuable  fertilizer,  and  would  pay  a 
dollar  a  ton  for  it  at  the  wharf  if  he 
could  not  get  it  on  the  beach. 

Mr.  N  it  limit  I  Phillips,  2d,  thought 
Ihe  splei  did  (arms  of  Jumes  Sampson 
and  Sauloid  Jenkins  where  this  sea 
manure  vas  used  more  than  any  other 
manure,  was  a  sufficient  proof  of  ihe 
great  value  of  kelp.  The  hairy  kelp 
or  the  "Devil's  whiskers,"  so  called, 
was  con«idercd  the  poorest  quality  of 
kelp,  and  the  red  moss  variety  the 
next  porresi.

David  Brown  stated  that  he

five  pigs  a  year  to  fat  and  lost  most  of 
them  and  what  survived  were  good  for 
nothing.  He  had  a  pig  doctor  at- 
tend them  but  could  not  effect  a  cure, 
nor  tell  what  was  the  martcr  with  ihem, 
nor  could  anybody  else.  Some  thought 
t  was  due  to  lying  on  hot  manure, 
but  other  farmers  had  pigs  that  laid 
on  hot  manure,  and  did  not  suffer  any 
injury.  Mr.  James  Sampson  thought 
it  might  be  due  to  in-breedtng. 

Quite  a  spirited  discussion  was  had 
on  the  effects  or  in  breeding  by  many 
present. 

Mr.  Nathaniel  Phillips,  2nd,  did  not 
believe  in  any  ill  effects  arising  from 
in-breeding,  as  all  thorough  bred  ani- 
mals, he  argued,  must  have  been  in- 
bred  originally,  to  be  pure. 

Dr.  Watson,  a  very  intelligent  man 
and  a  new  resident,  who  has  recently 
purchased  the  Clapp  farm  near  the 
mouth  of  North  River  in  Marshfield, 
inicrested  the  audience  with  the  phi  I- 
osophy  and  facts  of  in-breeding,  giving 
a  vivid  description  of  the  manner  by 
which  thorough  bred  horses,  cows, pigs, 
etc.,  were  produced,  and  related  his 
observations  in  the  Isle  of  Jersey,  and 
other  parts  of  the  world,  of  animals  in 
their  developments. 

The  opinion  of  nearly  all  the  speak 
ers  present  was  against  the  practice  ol 
in-breeding. 

Mr.  Chas.  Peterson  put  his  hogs  a 
few  weeks  before  killing  them,  in  a  dry 
clean  place,  and  gave  thetu  no  slops, 
fed  them  on  clear  grain  and  nothing
